fit for human habitation or occupancy or use, the Public Officer 
shall make or cause to be made a preliminary investigation. If 
the investigation discloses a basis for such charges, he shall 
issue and cause to be served upon the owner of and parties in 
interest in such building a complaint stating the charges in that 
respect. The complaint shall contain a description of the prop- 
erty affected sufficiently definite in terms to identify it. The 
complaint shall also contain a notice that a hearing will be held 
before the Public Officer or his designated agent at a place there- 
in fixed not less than 10 days nor more than 30 days after the 
serving of said complaint. The notice shall state that the owner 
and parties in interest have the right to file an answer to the 
complaint with the Public Officer not less than 3 days prior to 
the date fixed for the hearing and to appear in person, or other- 
wise, and give testimony at the place and time fixed in the com- 
plaint; that the rules of evidence prevailing in the courts shall 
not be controlling in hearings before the Public Officer. The com- 
plaint shall be served in the manner provided in Section T herein. 


Section 5. DETERMINATION THAT BUILDING IS UNFIT FOR HUMAN 
HABITATION; STANDARDS, 


After notice and hesring, the Public Officer may determine that 

the building under consideration is unfit for human habitation or 
occupancy or use if he finds that conditions exist in such building 
which are dangerous or injurious to the health or safety of the oc- 
cupants of such building, the occupants of neighboring buildings or 
other residents of the City. Such conditions may, among other 
things, include the following: . 


(a) Defects therein increasing the hazards of fire, 
accident, or other calamities; 


(b) Lack of adequate ventilation, light or sanitary 
facilities; 


(е) Dilapidation, disrepair, structural defects or 
uncleanliness; 
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(4) Failure to meet any of the minumum standards of 
Sections 15.521 to 15.525.9 inclusive of the 
Housing Code of the City, апа of the Building 
Code, Electrical Code, and Fire Prevention Code 
of the City. 


Section 6. WRITTEN FINDINGS OF FACT REQUIRED; ISSUANCE AND 
SERVICE OF ORDERS ТО REPAIR OR CLOSE OR DEMOLISH 
THE BUILDING.

Officer вће11:. 


(1) Determine that the building under consideration 
is unfit for human habitation or occupancy or 
use for any of the reasons set forth in Section 
5 herein, he shall within 15 days from the date 
of said hearing state in writing his findings of

time specified in the order of removal as in the 
opinion of the Public Officer the need for such ( 
action shall require. The order of removal shall 
Bet forth the manner in which such removal or de- 
molition shall be carried out. 


Section Т. MANNER OF SERVING COMPLAINTS, NOTICES AND ORDERS. 


Complaints, notices and orders issued by the Public Officer pur- 

suant to this ordinance shall be served upon persons either per- 

sonally or by registered mail, but if the whereabouts of such 

persons is unknown and the same cannot be ascertained by the Public. 

Officer in the exercise of reasonable diligence, and the Public 

Officer shall make an affidavit to that effect, then the serving [| 
of such complaint, notice, or order upon said persons may be made 

by publishing the same once each week for two successive weeks in 

а newspaper printed and published in the City. А copy of such 

complaint, notice, or order shall be posted in а conspicuous place ` 1 
on the premises affected by the complaint, notice, or order. А . 

copy of said complaint, notice, or order shall be duly recorded o 
or lodged for record with the Register of Essex County. 
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Section 8. CONSEQUENCE OF FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH ORDERS. 


(а) If the owner fails to comply with an order to repair, 
alter or improve or, at the option of the owner, to 
vacate and close the building, the Public Officer may 
cause such building to be repaired, altered or improved, 
or to be vacated and closed. The Public Officer may 
cause to be posted on the main entrance of any building 
80 closed а placard with the following words: "This 
building is unfit for human habitation or occupancy or 
u8e; the use or occupation of this building is prohib- 
ited and unlawful." 


(0) If the owner fails to comply with an order to repair, 
alter or improve the bullding within the time specified 
in the order, and 1f the building is in such condition 
as to make it imminently dangerous to the health and 
safety of persons on or near the premises, the Public 
Officer shall issue an order of removal to be served 
in the manner set forth in Section 7 herein, requiring 


the owner to remove or demolish the said building within 
such time specified in the order of removal as in the 
opinion of the Public Officer the need for such action 
shall require. The order of removal shall set forth the 
manner in which such removal or demolition shall be 
carried out. 


(о) If the owner fails to comply with an order to remove or 
demolish the building, the Public Officer may cause such 
building to be removed or demolished, or he may contract 
for the removal or demolition thereof after advertisement 
for, and receipt of, bids therefor. 


Section 9. ORDER TO OCCUPANTS TO VACATE, 


After a building has been placarded as provided in Section 8(a) 
herein and notice thereof given by the Public Officer to tne oc- 
cupants of such building, it shall be the duty of such occupants, 
after having been so ordered by the Public Officer, in the manner 
set forth in Section T herein, to vacate the said building within 
such time, stated in the order, вв in the opinion of the Public 
Officer, the health and safety of such occupants shall require. 


Section 10. UNLAWFUL TO REMOVE PLACARD; PENALTY, 


It shall be unlawful for any person to remove or cause the removal 
of the placard referred to in Section 8(а) herein, without the 
written consent of the Public Officer or authorized representative. 
Any person violating this Section shall upon conviction be punished 
by а fine not exceeding $500. or imprisonment for а term not exceed- 


ing 90 days or both. 


Section 11. LIEN FOR COSTS; SALE OF MATERIALS; DISPOSITION OF 
PROCEEDS « 


: (a) The amount of the cost of: 


(1) Filing of legal papers, expert witnesses! fees, 
search fees and advertising charges, incurred in 
the course of any proceedings taken under this 
ordinance determined in favor of the City, and 


(2) Such repairs, alterations or improvements, or 
vacating and closing, or removal or demolition, 
as the case may be, 


shall be a municipal lien against the real property upon 
which such cost was incurred. If the building is removed 
or demolished by the Public Officer, he shall sell the 
materials of such building. The proceeds of any sale of 
Buch materials or any sum derived from any contract for 
the removal or demolition of the building shall be cred- 
ited against the cost of the removal or demolition thereof. 
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If there аге no such credits or if the total sum of such 
costs exceeds the total of such credits, a detailed state- 
ment of the aforesaid costs and the amount so due shall be 
filed as a lien certificate with the City Tax Collector 
and a copy thereof shall- be sent forthwith to the owner 
by registered mail. 


(b) If the total of the credits exceeds such costs, the 
balance remaining shall be deposited by the Public Officer 
in the Superior Court of New Jersey and shall be secured 
in such manner as may be directed by such court. ‘The pro- 
ceeds shall be disbursed according to the order or judg- 
ment of such court to the persons found entitled thereto 
by final order or judgment of such court. Any owner or 
party in interest may, within 60 days from the date of 
the filing of the lien certificate, proceed in a summary 
manner in the Superior Court of New Jersey to contest the 
reasonableness of the amount or the accuracy of the costs 
set forth in the lien certificate. 


Section 12. ADDITIONAL POWERS OF PUBLIC OFFICER. 


The Public Officer is hereby authorized to exercise such powers as 
may be necessary or convenient to carry out and effectuate thé pur- 
poses and provisions of this ordinance, including the following 
powers, in addition to others herein granted. 


(a) То investigate building conditions in the City in order 
to determine which buildings therein are unfit for ` 
human habitation or occupancy or use; 


(b) To administer oaths and affirmations; examine witnesses 
and receive evidence; 


(c) To enter upon premises for the purpose of making exami- 
nations; provided, that such entries shall be made in 
such manner as to cause the least possible inconvenience 
to the persons in possession; ' 


(а) To delegate any of his functions and powers under this 
ordinance to such assistants and other employees as he 
may require in the performance of his duties. 


Section 13. STATUTORY REMEDIES AVAILABLE, 


Any person aggrieved by an order issued by the Public Officer under 
this ordinance, may, within 60 days after the posting and service 
of such order, bring an action for injunctive relief to restrain 
the Public Officer from carrying out the provisions of the order 
or for any other appropriate relief ln accordance with the provi- 
sions %* Chapter 112, Laws of 1942, as amended. (R. S. horh8-2.3 
et seq. 


Section 14. REMEDIES TO BE EXCLUSIVE, 


The remedies herein provided shall be exclusive, and no person af- 
fected by ап order of the Public Officer shall be entitled to re- 
cover any damages for action taken pursuant thereto, or because of 
non-compliance by any person with an order of the Public Officér. 


Section 15. POWER OF CITY TO REMOVE AND ABATE NUISANCES UNAFFECTED. 
This ordinance shall not be construed to impair or limit in any 
way the power of the City to define and declare public nuisances 


and to cause their removal or abatement by summary proceedings or 
otherwise. 
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Section 16. SUPPLEMENTAL NATURE OF ORDINANCE. 


Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to abrogate or impair 
the powers of the courts or of any department of the City to en- 
force any provision of ite Charter or its ordinances or regulations, 
nor to prevent or punish violations thereof; and the powers con- 
ferred by this ordinance shall be in addition and supplemental to 
the powers conferred by any other law or ordinance. 


Section lT.  SEVERABILITY. 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance is for any reason held invalid, such decision shall 
not affect the remaining portions of this ordinance."

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unable to do. 

Councilman Turner claimed there were instances where landlords had cut gpart- 
ments in half and have twice the number of families living in these buildings ав is report- 
ed to the Tax Assessment Division. He asserted investigation of situations such as this 
should be made. 

Councilman Bernstein said many Members of the Council and the Mayor have been 
attempting to get a payroll tax which would ease the tax burden. This tax would be paid by 
the several hundred thousand people who come into the City each day and use our facilities 
and contribute nothing tax-wise to the municipality. He advocated Mr. Cohn and his organi- 
zation support a payroll tax and then proceed to get this before the State Legislature. 

Mayor Addonizio again spoke saying Mr. Cohn indicated in his talk that there was 
no City representation at the Essex County Budget hearings. The Mayor declared there was a 
representative from the City at these hearings at all times. Deputy Mayor Reilly, Budget 
Officer Parker and/or Mrs. Malone, Director of the Division of Welfare, were there every 
day of the public hearings. 

Councilman Bontempo added he was present at all the public hearings heid by the 
Essex County Board of Chosen Freeholders.

wage and then has to рау an inflated price for the houses he lives in. Не noted one of the 
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speakers had made a comparison about the tax rate in adjoining towns but people in these 
small towns vote down some of the things requested by their governing bodies. 

President Villani said he felt Administration and the Council deserve a great 
deal of credit for the fine job they have done in bringing forth this Budget and in doing 
Bo, bringing down the tax rate. A great deal of effort and energy have been expended by 
Administration and the Counoil to effect this. President Villani questioned why speakers 


never appear before the Council to compliment them for their efforts to reduce the tax rate,

COUNCILMAN ADDONIZIO, CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE TO STUDY THIS ORDINANCE, OB- 
JECTED TO THE ERRONEOUS IMPRESSION AS STATED IN THE NEWSPAPER THAT THE CITY COUNCIL HAS 
BEEN DELAYING THIS VITAL ORDINANCE. THIS COMMITTEE HAS BEEN WORKING ON THIS STUDY SINCE 


THE DATE THEY WERE APPOINTED. THIS ORDINANCE WAS DISCUSSED AT LENGTH AT THE 
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PRE-MEETING CONFERENCE AND AS WAS INDICATED THE COMMITTEE HAD NOT COME TO A FINAL DE- 
TERMINATION AS TO WHAT THEIR RECOMMENDATION WOULD BE. 

COUNCILMAN ADDONIZIO OPINED THIS ORDINANCE SHOULD BE ADOPTED TONIGHT. НЕ 
ALSO RECOMMENDED THERE BE A CONSOLIDATION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HOSPITALS AND [NSTITUTIONS 
WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND WELFARE AND THE ÁDMINISTRATOR OF HEALTH SERVICES SHOULD 
BE DR. PaPPAS. COUNCILMAN ÁDDONIZIO CITED AT LENGTH THE POSITIONS THAT WOULD BE RE- 
QUIRED BY THIS ORDINANCE AND STATED IF THERE 15 NO CONSOLIDATION THERE WOULD BE A 
$107,500. INCREASE IN THE BUDGET. HE ADVOCATED THE COUNCIL GO ON RECORD TONIGHT AS AP- 
PROVING THIS ORDINANCE, INDICATING THEY ARE FOR THE PRINCIPLE OF THE ACT AS SET UP BY 
STATE STATUTE. AT THE MEETING TO BE HELD TUESDAY, THE COUNCIL CAN CHECK INTO THE CON- 
SOLIDATION. 

COUNCILMAN BRADY ASSERTED HE 15 STILL WAITING TO FIND OUT UNDER WHAT PROVISION 
OF THE LAW THIS HAS BEEN PRESENTED TO THE COUNCiL. HE POINTED OUT THERE 15 A STATUTORY 
PROVISION WHICH PROVIDES THAT THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH OR THE UNITED STATES PUBLIC 
HEALTH SERVICES ARE THE ONES TO INITIATE A REQUEST FOR A PROGRAM FOR ANY MUNICIPALITY 
iN THE STATE OF NEW JERSEY. THE NAME OF THE ACT UNDER THE UNITED STATES PUBLIC HEALTH 
SERVICES 15 THE HiLL-BuRTON ACT. COUNCILMAN BRADY SAID HE COULD NOT UNDERSTAND THE 
FUROR ABOUT THIS PROPOSED CHANGE AS THE CITY OF NEWARK DID NOT MAKE THE APPLICATION AND 
THE ACT SETS FORTH THAT А MUNICIPALITY HAS NINETY DAYS TO ARRIVE AT A JUDGMENT OR DE- 
CISION ON ANY APPLICATION THAT HAS BEEN PRESENTED. 

COUNCILMAN BRADY DECLARED THERE IS A MAN IN THE CITY OF NEWARK WHO IS QUALIFIED 
AND HAS EVERYTHING THAT IS DESIRED BY THIS CONSOLIDATION. THIS MAN'S NAME is DR. 
PHILIP J. SANTORA, WHO HAS DEDICATED HIS WHOLE LIFE TO THE CITY HOSPITAL. 

COUNCILMAN GIULIANO AGREED WITH COUNCILMAN ÁDDONIZIO AS TO THE NECESSITY OF 


TAKING ACTION ON THIS ORDINANCE. НЕ SUGGESTED IT BE ADOPTED ON FIRST READING AND IF 


NECESSARY IT CAN BE AMENDED AFTER THE MEETING TuESDAY, MARCH 23, 1965. 


ACTING PRESIDENT MELILLO STATED ONE OF THE PRIMARY REASONS FOR THE CONSOLIDA- 

TION OF THE TWO DEPARTMENTS WOULD BE THE UTILIZATION OF EXISTING PERSONNEL IN THE TWO 
DEPARTMENTS, AND ONCE THIS REORGANIZATION IS ADOPTED THERE ARE MANY PEOPLE IN THE TWO 
DEPARTMENTS WHO COULD FILL THE POSITIONS CALLED FOR UNDER THE REORGAN! ZATION. ]F THE 
SUGGESTION TO RECOMBINE THE TWO DEPARTMENTS iS CARRIED OUT IT WOULD NECESSITATE NEW 
ORDINANCES TO EFFECTUATE THE CONSOLIDATION, |F THESE NEW ORDINANCES ARE REQUIRED, IT 
WILL BE POINTLESS TO ADOPT THIS ORDINANCE ON FIRST READING AS THE AMENDMENTS REQUIRED 
WOULD BE OF SUCH A SWEEPING CHARACTER THAT IT WOULD VITIATE THE PROVISIONS OF THE 


PRESENT ORDINANCE. НЕ FELT THEREFORE THAT ACTION ON THIS ORDINANCE SHOULD BE DEFERRED.

ARTICLE 1. 
LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GASES 


Sec. l. Scope. 


1. That Chapter 14, Fire оў tion Code, of the Revised Ordinances 


Thís article shall apply to all storage and handling of liquefied petroleum 
gas and the installation of all equipment pertinent to systems for such uses, 


Sec. 2. Definitions. 


a. Liquefied petroleum gas shall mean any material which is composed 
predominantly of any of the following hydrocarbons, or mixtures of them: 
propane, propylene, butane (Normal butane or isobutane) and butylenes. 


b. Liquefied Petroleum gas equipment shall mean all containers, apparatus, 
piping (not including utility distribution piping systems), and equipment 
pertinent to the storage and handling of liquefied petroleum gas. . Gas 
consuming appliances shall not be considered as being liquefied petroleum 

o gas equipment. 
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Sec. 3. Permits and Reports of Installations. 


a, A permit shall be obtained for each installation of liquefied petroleum 
gas employing a container or an aggregate of interconnected contaíners of over 
2,000 gallons water capacity, and for each permanent installation, irrespective 
of size of containers, made at buildings in which people congregate for civic, 
political, educational, religious, social or recreational purposes. Such 
buildings shall include schools, churches, hospitals, institutions, hotels 
and restaurants, each having a capacity of 20 or more persons. Prior to making 
such an installation, an installer shall submit plans to the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention and if compliance with the requirements of this code is snown by 
said plans, a permit shall be issued, 


b. Installers shall maintain a record of all installations for which a 
permit is not required by paragraph a of this section (but not including 
installation of gas burning appliances and replacing of portable cylinders) 
and have it available for inspection by the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 


Sec. 4. Inspection of Installaticns. 


It shall be the duty of the Bureau. of Fire Prevention to inspect а reason- 
able number of liquefied petroleum gas installations to determine if the 
provisions of this article are being complied with. 


Sec. 5. Installation of Equipment. 


All liquefied petroleum gas equipment inciuding such equipment installed 
at utility gas plants, shall be installed in accordance with nationally 
recognized good practice, except as otherwise provided in this article or 
in other laws or regulations legally in effect. 


Sec. 6. Location of Containers. 


a. Within the limits established by law restricting the bulk storage 
of liquefied petroleum gas for the protection of the heavily populated or 
congested commercial areas, the aggregate capacity of any one installation 
Shall not exceed 2,000 gallons water capacity; except that in particular 
installations this capacity limit may be altered at the discretion of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention after consideration of special 
features such as topographical conditions, nature of occupancy and proximity 
to buildings, capacity of proposed tanks, degree of private fire protection 
to be provided, and facilities of the iocal fire department. 


b. Multiple container installations with a total storage water capacity 
of more than 180,000 gallons (150,000 gallons LP-Gas Capacity) shall be 
subdivided into groups containing not nore than 180,000 gallons in each 
group. Such groups shall be separated by a dístance of not less than 50 feet, 
unless the tanks are (1) buried or mounded ín an approved manner, or (2) pro- 
tected with approved insulation on such areas that may be subject to impinge- 
ment of igaited gas from pipelines or other leakage or (3) protected by 
fire walls of approved construction, or (4) protected by an approved system 
for application of water, or (5) protected by other approved means. Where 
one of these forms of protection is provided, the separation shall not be 
less than 25 feet between such container groups, 


Sec. 7. Parking and Garaging. 


The parking and garaging of tank vehicles used for the transportation 
of liquefied petroleum gases shall be in accordance with the following: 


a. No tank vehicle shall be left unattended on any street, highway, 
avenue or alley, provided that this shall not prevent a driver from the 
necessary absence from the truck in connection with the delivery of his 
load, except that during actual discharge of the liquid some responsible 
person shall be present at the vehicle, nor shall it prevent stops for 
meals during the day or night if the street is well lighted at point of 
parking. 


b. Tank vehicles containing flammable liquids shall not be parked out 
of doors at any one point for longer than one hour, except off the streets, 
and at least 25 feet from апу building used for assembly, institutional or 


residential occupancy. 


c. Tank vehicles shall not be parked or garaged in any buildings other ` 
than those specifically approved for such use by the Chief of the Bureau of 


Fire Prevention. 
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ARTICLE 2. 
MAGNESTUM 


Sec, 8. Scope. 


This article applies to the storage, handling, and processing of 
magnesium. . 


Sec, 9, Definition. 


Magnesium shall mean the pure metal and alloys of which the major part 
is magnesium. 


Sec. 10, Permit required. 


А permit shall be obtained for the melting, casting, heat treating, 
machining, or grinding, of more than 10 pounds of magnesium per working day. 


Sec. 11. Storage of Pipe, Ingots, and Billets. 


a. Storage of magnesium pígs, ingots and billets out of doors shall 
be in piles not exceeding 1,000,000 pounds each, separated by aisles not 
less in width than 1/2 the height of pile, and separated from combustible 
material or buildings on the same or adjoining property by a distance of 
not Less than the height of the nearest pile. ' 


b. Storage of pigs, ingots and billets in buildings shall be on 
floors of noncombustible construction, in piles not larger than 500,000 
pounds each, separated by aisles not less in width than 1/2 the height 
of the piles. . 


Sec. 12. Melting pots. 


Floors under and around melting pots shall be of noncombustible 
construction. . 


Sec, 13. Storage of Magnesium Articles in Foundries and Processing 
Plants. 


The size of the storage piles of magnesium articles in foundries and 
processing plants shall not exceed 1,250 cubic feet and shall be separated 
by aisles not less in width than one-half the height of the pile. 


Sec. 14, Heat Treating Ovens. 


Approved means shall be provided for control of magnesium fires in 
heat treating ovens. 


Sec. 15. Magnesium Processing Operations. 


а. At each grinding, buffing or wire brushing operation on magnesium 
not including rough finishing of castings, dust shall be collected by means 
of suitable hoods or enclosures connected to a liquid precipitation type 
of separator, such that the dust will be converted to sludge without contact 
in a dry state with any high speed moving parts. 


b. Connecting ducts or suction tubes shall be completely grounded and 
as short as possible, with no unnecessary bends. Ducts shall be carefully 
fabricated and assembled, with a smooth interior and with internal lap 
joints pointing in the direction of air flow, and without unused capped side 
outlets, pockets or other dead-end spaces which might allow an accumulation 
of dust. : 


c. Each machine shall be equipped with its individual dust separating 
units, except that with multi-unit machines not more than two dust-producing 
units may be served by one separator. Not more than four portable dust- 
producing units in a single enclosure or stand may be served by one separator 
unit. 


d. Power supply to machines shall be interlocked with (1) exhaust air 
Ilow and (2) liquid pressure level or flow in such a way that improper 
functioning of the dust removal and separator system will shut down the 
machine it serves. 
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e, All electric wiring, fixtures, and equipment in the immediate vicinity 
of and attached to dust-producing machines, including those used in connection 
with separator equipment, shall be of types approved for use in Class II, 

Group E hazardous locations under tae National Electrícal Code and shall be 
installed in accordance with nationally recognized safe practice. Compliance 
with applícable provisions of the standard of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters known as the "National Electrical Code" shall be deemed prima 
facie evidence of compliance with nationally recognized safe practice. 


f. All equipment shall be securely grounded by permanent ground wires. 
Sec. 16. Fire Extinguishing Powder. 


À supply of approved extinguishing powder in a substantial container 
with a hand scoop or shovel for applying powder on magnesium fires or an 
approved extinguisher unit designed for use with such powder shall be kept 
within easy reach of every operator performing a machining, grinding or 
other processing operation on magnesium. 


Sec, 17. Storage of Magnesium Articles in Warehouses and Stores. 


a, Magnesium storage in quantity greater than 50 cubic feet shall be 
Separated from storage of other materials that are either combustible or ín 
combustible containers, by aisles equal in width to not less than the 
height of the piles of magnesium. 


b. Magnesium storage in quantity greater than 1,000 cubic feet shall 
be separated into piles each not larger than 1,000 cubíc feet with аїв1ев 
between equal in width to not less than the height of the piles. 


c. Where storage in quantity greater than 1,000 cubic feet is in a 
building of combustible construction, or the magnesium is packed in combus- 
tible crates or cartons, or there ís other combustible storage within 30 
feet of the magnesium, the storage area shall be protected by automatic 
sprinklers. 


Sec. 18. Handling of Magnesiun Fines (Fine Magnesium Scrap). 


a. Chips, turnings and other fine magnesium scrap shall be collected 
from the pans or spaces under machines and from other places where they 
collect at least once each working day, and placed in a covered, vented 
steel container and removed to a safe location. 


b. Magnesium fines shall be kept separate from other combustible 
materials. 


c. Storage in quantity greater than 50 cubic feet of fine magnesium 
Scrap (six 55 gallon steel drums) shall be separated from other occupancies 
by fire-resistive construction without window openings or by an open space 
of at least 50 feet. 


d. Storage in quantity greater than 1,000 cubic feet shall be 
separated from all buildings other than those used for magnesium s¢rap 
recovery operations by a distance cf not less than 100 feet. 


ARTICLE 3. 
LUMBER YARDS AND WOODWORKING PLANTS. 
Sec. 19. Permit Required. 


No person shall store in excess of 100,000 board feet of lumber without 
a permit, : 


Sec. 20. Open Yard Storage. 


a. Lumber shall be piled with due regard to stability of piles and in 
no case higher than 20 feet. 


b. Driveways between and around lumber piles shall be at least 15 feet 
wide and maintained free from accumulation of rubbish, equipment or other 
articles or materials. Driveways shall be so spaced that a maximum grid 
System unit of 50 feet by 150 feet is produced. 


c. Permanent lumber storage, operating under a permit, shall be 
surrounded with a suitable fence at least 6 feet high, unless storage is 
within a building. 
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Sec. 21. Operational Fire Hazards in Lumber Yards. 


a. The burning of shavings, sawdust and refuse materials shall be 
permitted only under boilers, in furnaces, or in incinerators or refuse 
burners safely constructed and located. Stacks shall be provided with 
sapproved spark arrestors having openings not greater than 3/4-inch, or 
other effective means provided which will eliminate the danger from sparks, 
such as an expansion chambey baffle walls or other effective arrangement, 
At boiler or other points where sawdust or shavings are used as fuel, a 
storage bin of noncombustible construction with raised sill, shall be 
provided, 


b. Smoking will be prohibited except in specified safe locations ín 
buildings. Large "No Smoking" signs shall be painted on exterior building 
walls and on signs, erected at driveways' edges. "No Smoking" signs shall 
be posted throughout all buildings except in specific locations designated 
as safe for smoking purposes. 


c. Weeds shall be kept down throughout entire yard and shall be sprayed 
as often as needed with a satisfactory weed killer or cut or  grubbed out. 
Dead weeds shall be removed. 


d. Debris such as sawdust, chips 'and shorts shall be removed regularly 
from piling areas and not less frequently than once a year. Proper house- 
keeping shall be maintained at all times. 


Sec. 22. Fire Extinguishing Equipment in Open Yards and Buildings. 


Water barrels and pails or other approved portable fire extinguishing 
equipment shall be provided for open yards and sheds. Water barrels with 
three pails each shall be located at driveways so that a travel distance 
of not more than 75 feet along driveways is needed from any part of open 
yard to reach a barrel. In buildings, fire extinguishing equipment shall 
be provided as specified by the Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau. 


Sec. 23. Woodworking Plants. 


a. Sawmills, planing mills, and other woodworking plants shall be 
equipped with refuse removal systems which will collect and remove sawdust 
and shavings as produced; or suitable metal or metal-lined bins, provided 
with normally closed covers or automatically closing covers, shall be 
installed at or near such machines, and shavings and sawdust shall be swept 
up and deposited in such bins at sufficiently frequent intervals as to keep 
the premises clean. Blower and exhaust systems shall be installed in accord- 
ance with nationally recognized good’ practice. 


b. Fire fighting equipment, either portable fire appliances or small 
hose supplied from a suitable water system, shall be provided near any 
machine producing shavings or sawdust. 


c. Where specific requirements. are not otherwise established, woodwork- 
ing plants shall comply with nationally recognized good practice. 


Sec. 24. Location of lumber and box yards. 


a. А lumber yard in which new or: old lumber is sold or stored for 
seasoning or drying, or a box yard in which new or old wooden boxes are 
stored, sold, manufactured or repaired shall not be located within two hun- 
dred feet of a school, church, hospital, theater or other place of public 
assembly, or building used wholly or in part for dwelling purposes. 


b. The manufacture or storage of sash doors and lumber, also turning 
operations, shall not be permitted within a frame building or any building 
used wholly or in part for dwelling purposes. 


ARTICLE 4. 
AUTOMOBILE TIRE REBUILDING PLANTS 
Sec. 25. General. 


Automobile tire rebuilding plants shall conform to all other applicable 
requirements of this code as well as to the following provisions. 


Sec. 26. Permit required. 


' À permit shall be required to conduct or maintain any tire recapping 
or rebuilding plant. 
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Sec. 27, Construction and Prorectíon Requirements. 


a. Tire rebuilding planta shali have all floor openings, such as for 
stairs and elevators, enclosed in an approved manner. 


b. Tire rebuilding plants in buildings of wood frame construction 
or in buildings used in part for residence occupancy shall be separated 
from other portions of the building by construction having a fire 
resistance rating of not less than :wo hours, and shall be equipped with 
an approved automatic sprinkler sysrem. 


Sec. 28. Dust collecting Systen. 


Buffíng machines shall be located in a room separated from the 
remainder of the plant by construction having a fire resistance rating 
of not less than one hour, with each door opening protected by an 
approved self-closing fire door. 'Esch machine shall be connected to 
ап ample dust collecting system discharging to a suítable contaíner 
which shall be cleaned at frequent intervals. 


Sec. 29. "Ventilation. 


Each room where rubber cement is :used or mixed, or flammable 
solvents are applied, shall be equipped with effective mechanical or 


natural ventilation. 
ARTICLE 5. 
TENTS. 


Sec. 30. Permit Required. 


No tent covering an area in excess of 120 square feet, if used for 
commercial purposes, shall be erected, maintained, operated, or used 
without a permit, 

Sec. 31. Fire Watchers to be Employed, 

One or more qualified persons to serve as fire watchers shall be 
employed by all circuses, carnivals, or other exhibitions where large 
crowds assemble. They shall familiarize themselves with all fire 
protection facilities and fire prevention features and with the 
condition of exits, and shall patrol the entire tent area during the time 


of occupancy. They shall see that aisles and exitways are kept open and 
that "No Smoking" rules are enforced.’ ` 


Sec. 32. Tents for Assembly to Conform to Recognized Good Practice, 
The design, construction, flameproofing, location, maintenance 
and use of tents for assembly shall be in accordance with nationally . 
recognized good practice.

AS AMENDED AND SUPPLEMENTED, TO REVISE THE PLUMBING CODE, TO REGULATE, INSPECT, TEST, 


CONTROL, AND ENFORCE THE INSTALLATION, MAINTENANCE, USE ADDITIONS TO, AND ALTERATIONS OF 


PLUMBING, PLUMBING FIXTURES, OUTLETS AND SYSTEMS OF PIPING THEREOF, IN ALL OF THEIR

Section 1. "Section 22.2 Definitions" shall be amended to read as 
follows: ` 


"Section 22.2 Definitions. 
(a) Wherever the wording of any definition in this section 
may be construed as imposing a requirement or standard, such requirement or 


standard shall be observed. 


(b) As used in this title, unless otherwise provided for or 
unless the context shows otherwise-- 


ALTERATIONS OR ADDITIONS means that which occurs when а plumbing system is 
changed or extended. Alterations and additions shall comply with the provisions 
of this Plumbing Code. 


APPROVED OR ACCEPTED means approved or accepted by the health officer of the 
city. . 


ASA means American Standard Association. 

ASTM means American Society for Testing Materials. 

AWA means American Water Works Association. 

BRANCHES, OR THE BRANCH OF ANY SYSTEM OF PIPING, means that part of the system 
which extends horizontally, at a slight grade, with or without lateral or 
vertical extensions from the main to receive fixture outlets not directly 
connected to the main. 

CESSPOOL means a tank with loose joints built in the ground to retain household 
sewage and permit the waste water to leach through the loose joint into the 
ground, 


CONDUCTORS OR ROOF LEADERS means pipes which carry storm or rain water from 
roofs of buildings. 


CS means Commercial Standards. 
NFS means National Sanitation Foundation. 
DIRECTOR means the Director of the Department of Health and Welfare. 


DIVISION means the Division of Inspections in the Department of Health and 
Welfare. 


FLOOR includes & basement or cellar containing one or more plumbing fixtures 
as a floor within the meaning of this Plumbing Code. 


HOUSE DRAIN means that part of the underground or lowest horizontal piping 
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of a house drainage system which reseives the discharge of all soil, waste and 
other drainage pipes inside the walls of any building and conveys the same to 
the house sewer 5 feet outside the building. 


HOUSE SEWER means that part of the aorizontal piping of a house drainage system 
extending from the house drain to its connections with the main sewer, cesspool 
or septic tank, and conveying the drainage of but one building site. 


INSPECTION means examination, with от without the aid of water or smoke, for the 
purpose of establishing the fact tbat the work done is performed in accordance 
with this Plumbing Code. 


MAIN, construed as the main of any system of horizontal, vertical or continuous 
piping, means that part of such system which receives such wastes, vent or back 
vents from fixture outlets or traps directly or through branch pipes. 


PLUMBING FIXTURES means receptacles intended to receive and discharge water, 
liquid or water-carried wastes into a drainage system with which they are 
connected, 


PLUMBING SYSTEM means the plumbing and drainage system of a building, which 
includes the pipes within the builcing distributing the city water supply, the 
plumbing fixtures and traps, the scil, waste and vent pipes, the house drain and 
house sewer, the storm water drain pipes with their devices, appurtenances and 
connections, and the air pipes with the plumbing and drainage system. 


PRIVATE SEWER means a sewer that ic not owned by the city. 


REPAIRS AND REPLACEMENTS means any;hing that does not require the alterations 
of its former condition. 


SEPTIC TANK means a horizontal con;inuous flow sedimentation tark through which 
sewage is allowed to flow slowly to permit suspended matter to settle to the 
bottom where it is retained until an aerobic decomposition is established, 
resulting in the changing of organ.c matter into liquid and gaseous substances. 
A continuous flow is essential. 


SIZES AND LENGTHS, referring to the given caliber or size of pipe, means a 
standard internal diameter except Zor brass pipe other than iron pipe size which 
may be outside the diameter; and, referring to the length of the pipe, means 

its developed length along its cenz;er lines. 


SOIL OR WASTE VENT means that part of the main soil or waste stack extending 
througa the roof and above the hignest fixture outlet. 


SOIL PIPE means any pipe which reczives the discharge of water closets, with or 
without the discharge from other fixtures, and conveys tbe same to the house 
drain. 


STACK, as a general term, means any vertical line of soil, waste or vent piping. 
STORM SYSTEM means that part of t:e drainage system which conveys storm water to 


a provide. street sewer. When a street sewer is not available, it shall be 
discharged as directed by the Chic? Plumbing Inspector. 


STREET SEWER means public sewers cwned by the city. 


SUESOIL DRAIN means that part of : drainage system which conveys the subsoil, 
ground or seepage water from the foot of walls or below the cellar bottom under 


buildings. 


TESTING requires that the plumbing system be filled with water, or smoke, as 
required by this Plumbing Code. 


TRAP means a fitting device so corstructed as to retain a water seal to prevent 
the passage of air or gas, througk a pipe, without materially affecting the free 
flow of sewage or waste water. 


VENT PIPES means any pipe providec. to ventilate a house drainage system and to 
prevent trap siphonage and back pressure, 
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WAST PIPE means any pipe which receives the discharge of any fixture, except 
water closets, and conveys the same to the house drain, soil or waste stacks. 


YARD DRAIN means that part of the horizontal piping and its branches which 
conveys the surface drainage from areas, courts and yards." 


Section 2. "Section 22.3 Board of examiners of plumbers}; 
composition; qualification; quorum; meetings" shall be amended to read as 
follows: 


"Section 22.3 Board of examiners of plumbers; composition; 
qualifications; quorum; meetings, ` 


(a) There is hereby created in the Division of Inspections а 
board of examiners of plumbers consisting of one registered licensed master 
plumber, one journeyman plumber and one plumbing inspector, the last named to 
be the secretary of the board. А11 members of such board shall be citizens of 
the United States, citizens of this state, and residents of the city for at 
least 5 years.

connections of soil, waste and vent pipes and fixtures and his skill in designing 
and constructing plumbing and drainage systems in buildings. The applicant 
must have a standing of at least 80 per cent in his examination to be entitled 
to a certificate of competency. The applicant must be a citizen of the United 
States. He shall file with the Division of Inspections a photograph of himself 
bearing his signature, He shall also file a notarized work records upon forms 
supplied by the city. All letters and papers submitted to the Board of 


Examiners shall be notarized." . 


Section h, "Section 22.8 Same-Expiration date of certificate; 
re-registration; regístration in bureau of health" shall be amended to read

"Section 22.8 Expiration date of certificate; re-registration; fees; 
registravion of certificate in division of inspections. 


(a) After the 30th day of June of each year, each certificate

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(e) Construction, etc. The house drain must be direct as 
possible, with а fall of not less than one-quarter inch per foot. А11 changes 
in direction must be made with "Y" branches, one-sixth, one-eighth or one- 
sixteenth bends. Long sweep one-quarter bends will be permitted provided а 
cleanout is placed directly behind the bend. Back water trap and sewer gate 
valves are not permitted in a main house drain or house sewer. 


(a) Storm Systems. When the area to be drained is over twenty- 
five hundred square feet, a separate storm drain must be installed. The size cf 
the storm drain shall be figured at one square inch in pipe area to be equal tc 
three hundred and fifty square feet of roof area, When the storm drain is 
connected to a city storm sewer or discharged upon the ground or street, the 
house trap and the leader traps may be eliminated. A full size clean out shall. 
be placed at the building wall. Separate storm systems that connect to a city 
combined or sanitary sewer shall have a house trap and a fresh air inlet. 

Leaders need not be separately trapped on either system, A full size cleanout 
shall be placed at the foot of all leaders. 


Street storm drain connections shall be installed in accordance 
with the reguletions of the Department of Public Works."

The use of 
putty or plastic is prohibited. 


(c) Inspections. All floor or, wall flanges shall be in & 
position and inspected before the fixture is set. The Division of Inspections 
may require the setting of flanged fixtures in the presence of an inspector." 
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Section 27. "Sectior 22,42 (c) Rain Leaders--Specifications and 
instellation" shall be amended to read as follows: o 


“Section 22,42 Rain Leacers. 


(c) Specifications and Installation. Every rain leader placed 
within the walls of a building shall be of extra heavy cast iron, galvanized 
wrought iron, steel or brass pipe, and a water tight connection shall be made 
with the roof by means of a brass ferrule and seamless tube of Lead, known in 
the commerce as "D" lead, or other acceptable roof connection, The tube shall be 


-the same size as the pipe and be joined to the ferrule by means of a wiped 


soldered joint, soldered to a roof flange, which shall be flashed into the roof 
construction. Wrought iron leaders shall be connected and joined with recessed 
fittings and, together with the cast iron leaders, shall conform to the general 
requirements for soil and waste pipes and shall be tested. No rain leader shall 
discharge into any soil, vent or waste pipe, nor shall any rain leader receive 
waste water from any plumbing fixture. f 


All buildings shall. be kept provided with gutter and rain 
leaders for conducting water from the roofs in such a manner as shall protect the 
walls and foundations of the building from injury. 


Where there is no public sewer available, or where such sewer 
is constructed for sewage only, the rain leaders shall discharge on the ground 
surface in such a manner as to avoid damage to walls and the foundation of 
adjacent property. Rain leader connections shall be made through an extra heavy 
cast iron terminal to a terra cotta drain line arranged to discharge wholly within 
the lot lines or into the street gutter. No such drain shall discharge in such a 
manner that water will flow over adjoining property. All pipes corstituting such 
drains, that are laid under or within five feet of any building or under any 
sidewalk or between any sidewalk end curb, shall be extra heavy cast iron." 


Section 28, “Section 22.46 Ammonia tanks" shall be amendec to read 
as. follows: 


"Section 22.46 Ammonia tanks. 


(a) Emergency erptying pipes from ammonia tanks of any cold 
storage or refrigerating system skall not be connected to any house drain or 
house sewer, or to any part of a plumbing or drainage system.

Sec. 913-3 ENFORCEMENT. The Electrical Bureau of the Division of Inspections, 
under the direction of the Chief Electrical Inspector, shall be responsible for 
tbe enforcement of this code. 


Sec. 9:3-4 INTERPRETATION. The Chief Electrical Inspector shall have the 
responsibility for making interpretations on rules. However, he is not to act 
ав arbitrator between contractors nor between eontractors and owners concerning 
the terms of & contract or specification. 


Sec. -9:3-5 APPROVAL. Material, fittings, appliances and other electrical 
equipment used shall be listed in publications of inspected electrical equipment 
of the Underwriters' Laboratories, Inc. or shall otherwise be approved by the 
Chief Electrical Inspector for installation under the provision of this code. 


Бес. 913-6 BOARD OF ELECTRICAL STANDARDS AND APPEALS. There is created a Board 
of Electrical Standards end Appeals consisting of six members.

The Board may adopt and amead rules and regulations not 
inconsistent with this act.which may be reasonably necessary for the proper 
performance of its duties апа purposes and for the conduct of the proceedings 
before it. Any person may appeal the decision of the Chief Electrical Inspector. 
Such appeals shall be in writting, sworn to by the person appealing and filed 
with the Director of Inspections. All appeals, unless dismissed by the Director 
as unfounded or trivial, shall be heard by the Board. The Boara will set a ' 
time and place for the hearing and will notify by mail the person rcquesting the 
appeal so that he or his counsel may appear &ad be heard. The decision of the 
Board will be submitted in writing to the Director as expeditiously as possible. 


Sec. 9:3-7 Wherever, in this Revision or in any other ordinance of the City, 

or rule, regulation or order promulgated by any officer or agency of the City 
under authority duly vested in him or it, any act is prohibited or is made or 
declared to be unlawful or an offense, or the doing of any act is required, or 
the failure to do any act is declared to be unlawful, where no specific penalty 
is provided therefor the violation of any such provisions of this Revision or 
of any other ordinance of the City or any rule, regulation or order as aforesaid 
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shall be punished by а fine not exceeding two hundred ($200) dollars or by 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding ninety days, or be punished by 
both such fine and imprisonment; provided, however, that where the penalty for 
any particular offense is limited by state statute then such limitation shall be 
applicable to the provisions of this Revision and other ordinances of the City, 
or rule, order or regulation as aforesaid notwithstanding the provisions of 
this section, Hach day any violation of this Revision or of any other ordinance 
of the City or any rule regulation, or order as aforesaid shall continue shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


Whenever any such fine be imposed upon any corporation, such fine and costs and 
charges incident thereto may be coilected in an action of debt or in such other 
manner as may be provided by law. 


ARTICLE II - APPLICATIONS, PERMITS, FEES 


Sec. 9:4-1 ELECTRICAL PERMITS REQUIRED, Before any electrical work covered 
by this code may be installed, altered, or repaired, a permit shall be secured 
from the Electrical Bureau. When he Electrical Bureau is not open, emergency 
repair work may be started without & permit, provided the application for 

the permit is filed as soon as is oracticable on the next day on which the 
Electrical Bureau is open. 


Б. REGULAR PERMITS. Regalar permits will be issued only to licensed 
electrical contractors complying with the requirements of the Electrical 
Contractors Licensing Act of 1962, Section 45:5A-1 et seq. of the Revised 
Statutes of the State of New Jersey. 


b. RESTRICTED PERMITS. Zlectrical work exempted by Section 45:5A-18(m) 
of the Revised Statutes of the State of New Jersey, but not exempted by Newark 
ordinance, such as maintaining and installing elevators, escalators, oil burners, 
gas pumps, muy be done on a regular permit by a licensed electrical contractor, 
or may be done on a restricted permit limited to such work. Such restricted 
permits will be issued to qualified journeymen electricians, other than licensed 
electrical contractors, who have registered with the Electrical Bureau for any 
one or more types of such work. Such registration shall be on an annual basis. 
Application for such registration shall be accompanied by annual registration 
fee of $50.00 апа а bond in the amount of $1,000.00 in favor of the City of 
Newark, said bond to be conditioned on the faithful performance of the provisions 
of this code. The City of Newark shall, by rule and regulation, provide who 
shall be eligible to receive the financial protection afforded by said bond. 


e, ANNUAL REPAIR AND MAINTENANCE PERMITS. Repair or maintenance work 
in or on existing buildings occupied by а firm or corporation may be performed on 
behalf of such firm or corporation on an annual permit basis either by а 
licensed electrical contractor, cr by a qualified journeyman eleetrician who is 
а regular full-time employee of such firm or corporation and wno has been 
regis;ered with the Electrical Bureau. The annual permit will be issued in the 
name of the firm or corporation and the contractor or employee who will do the 
electrical work. Said contractor or employee shall be responsible for filing 
with the Electrical Bureau on a quarterly basis a complete report of all 
electrical work done under such s. permit. The annual registration fee for repair 
and maintenance work done.under such an annual permit shall be $150.00. This 
amount shall cover the inspection fees for work done under any one such permit. 


Sec. 9:4~2, PERMITS ARE VALID, А permit shall be valid only for the location 
Stated in the application апа ín the паше of the person, persons, firm or 
corporations whose name appears on the application to install the work, Permits 
are neither assignable nor transferable, 


Sec. 9:4=3 PERMITS TO BECOME VOID, If any work authorized by any permit 
is not commenced within a period of sixty (60) days after the Gate thereof, 
such permit shall thereupon become void and of no effect. 


Sec. 9:h-h NO REFUNDS ON PERMITS ISSUED. There shall be no refunds for permits 
which were issued by the Electrica. Bureau and later canceled by the applicant, 


Sec. 9:4~5 WORK DONE WITHOUT A PERMIT. If any person, firm or corporation or 
agent thereof, or any person acting for and on behalf of either, shall, after 
notice has been given in writing by the Electrical Bureau and ап opportunity 

to be heard, be found to have done any electrical wiring, connected or installed 
any fixtures, appliances or electrical apparatus without first applying for & 
permit thereof, in violation of the provisions of this article appertaining 
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thereto, such person, firm or corporation, or agent thereof, or person acting 
for and on behalf thereof, shall pay to the Electrical Bureau for the inspection 
of such electrical wiring, fixtures, appliances or electrical apparatus, fees, 
based on the normal schedule plus 50% shall be applicable to the work done, 
inspected and approved; provided, however, that the minimum fee to be charged 
and paid for any inspection under the provisions of this article shall be 
twenty-five ($25) dollars. Payment of such fees shall in no way relieve any 
person, firm or corporation or agent theveof required to obtain a permit from 
the penalties prescribed in Section 9:3-7 of this Code. 


Sec. 9:4-6 INFORMATION REQUIRED ON APPLICATION. Applications for electrical 
permits shall be filled out in full as required on tne application forms. 
Applications shall be made in the name of the person, persons, firm or 
corporation installing the work and the permit, when issued, shall be íssued 

to such applicant. When the service is over 100 Amp, a one-line diagram shall 
be submitted on the application, together with a duplicate diagram on a separate 
sheet. When required by the Chief Inspector, complete plans and specifications 
shall be submitted in duplicate. Onc approved copy of the diagram, plans and 
specifications shall be retaine by the Electrical Bureau and one copy shall be 
returned to the applicant with the permit. Applications improperly made out will 
be rejected and will be returned to the applicant. 


Sec, 9:4-7 FILING OF WIRING PLANS OR SCHEDULES. 

a. А set of wiring plans and specifications or a schedule, in 
duplicate, shall be filed with the Electrical Bureau, before the issuance of 
any permit for the installation in a new or existing building of electrical 
wiring intended to supply a connected load of over 100 amperes or for instal- 
lation of wiring in the following buildings, when hereafter erected: 

(1) Buildings of more than three stories in height. 

(2) Buildings, the aggregate ground area of which is more than 10,000 
sq. ft. 

(3) Assembly rooms such as theaters, motion picture houses, public halls, 
lodge rooms, churches, dance halls, skating rinks and similar occupancies 
having a capacity for over 400 persons. 

b. At the request of the Chief Electrical Inspector, plans and 
specifications shall be filed for any electrical installation where necessary 
to determine that the provisions of this code will be complied with. 

c. Every plan shall consist of blue prints, or of some other 
indelibly rendered type satisfactory to the Chief Electrical Inspector. 
Specifications for such plans may be either shown thereon, or legibly inscribed 
and worded, All electrical symbols used on plans shall be in accordance with 
ASA Y32.9 - 1962 entitled Graphic Electrical Wiring Symbols for Architectural 
and Electrical Layout Drawings. 


Sec. 9:4-8 INFORMATION REQUIRED IN WIRING PLANS OR SCHEDULE. The wiring plan 
or schedule shall give the following information: 
"i The type, rating and location of any new service equipment, 
2) A feeder diagram or schedule listing each feeder and showing: 
a) The size of feeder cutout and switch or circuit breaker; 
b) The size of feeder conductors; 
c) The size of feeder raceway; 
d) The location of panelboards or load centers served; 
e) The type of occupency; 
(f) The area served or the lineal footage if load consists of 
window, showcase or counter lighting; 
(g) The total computed load for lighting, appliances and motors 
determined as specified in Article 215 of the National Electrical Code. This 
shall include the step by step calculation of the computed load. 


(h) The intended load if such load is greater than the computed 

load. 
(3) A panelboard or load center schedule listing each branch circuit: 

showing: 

(а) The size of branch circuit conductors; 

(b): The type of load served, indicating whether lighting receptacles 
or power outlets; 

(c) The floor area or lineal footage per circuit; 

(à) The type of lighting load, indicating whether same is general 
lighting, window lighting, showcase lighting, or special lighting; 

(e) The computed load per circuit determined as specified in 
Article 220 of the Nationel Electrical Code; 

(f) The initial or intended load if such & load is greater than 
the computed load, 
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(h) Supplementary plans or a revised schedule shall be submitted where 
the installation is not made in conformity with the original plans or schedule, 

(5) Any additional information or detail as may be necessary to enable 
the Chief Electrical Inspector to determine if the work to be done will comply 
with the provisions of this code. 


‘Sec. 9:4-9 PLANS SUBMITTED FOR EXAMINATION. Plans submitted <o the Electrical 


Bureau for examination shall be accompanied by an application Zor inspection. 


Sec. 9:4-10 DISPLAY OF PERMITS, DIAGRAM AND PLANS, The electrical permit 
shall be displayed on the front of the building in an area where it can be 


.8een by the public. The approved one~line diagram shall be aztached to the 


Service Equipment Board, The approved copy of any required plans and 
specifications shall ое on the jo» and available to the Electrical Inspector. 


Sec, 91l-11 NOTIFICATION OF COMPLETION, Within the HO hours the Electrical 
Bureau shall be notified in writing by the person doing the work when roughing- 
in work, if any, is completed, ani when, the entire work is completed. After 
receipt of such notice, the inspector shall inspect the work. If the work 
conforms with the provisions of tnis code, he shall attach any required rough 
wiring label or final notice of approval to the Service Panel. 


See, 9:4={12 COVERING CONCEALED WORK. No electrical wirirg shall be covered 

or concealed until the inspector has given his approval by attaching a green 
label which is the rough wiring certificate, Should the inspector condemn any 
of said work or equipment as not being in accordance with the provisions of 

this code, he shall attach a red violation notice in a conspicuous part of all 
buildings or structures so indicating, and in addition, a notice in writing shall 
be given by him to the person, firm or corporation whose name appears on the 
application for the permit, 


Sec. 9:4-13 INSPECTION OF EXISTING ELECTRICAL INSTALLATIONS. The inspector 

is hereby empowered to inspect all wiring, appliances, devices and equipment 
coming within the scope of this code. When the installation of any such 
wiring, appliances, devices or equipment is found to be in a dangerous or unsafe 
condition, the person, firm or ecrporation owning, using or operating the same 
Shall be notified апа shall make the necessary repairs or changes required to 
place suca wiring, appliances, devices or equipment in a safe condition and have 
Such work completed within fifteen (15) days after notification thereof, or 
within such further reasonable time as may, upon request, be prescribed. 


Sec. $.--1h INSPECTOR TO DISCONNECT WIRING OR EQUIPMENT. The inspector is 
empowered to disconnect or order the disconnection of electrical service to 
conductors or apparatus found to be in a dangerous or wisafe condition, or to 
have been installed without acquiring a permit, or not in accordance with the 
provisions of this code, He shail thereupon attach a red violations notice which 
states that such conductors or apparatus have been discontinued because of their 
having been found unsafe to life and property, and it shall be unlawful for 

any person to remove said notice of disconnection or to reconnect such defective 
conductors or apparatus until the same has been placed in a safe and secure 
condition, and until the inspector has replaced the red violations notice by a 
green approval label. 


Sec. 9:4-15 CERTIFICATES OF INSPECTION AND APPROVAL. The Chief Electrical 
Inspector shall issue a certificete of final inspection when the electrical 
installation is completed and found to comply with the code.

Sec. 9:4-16 TEMPORARY SERVICE. Where an urgent necessity for the use of 
electrical current in any installation is shown to exist, the Chief Electrical 
Inspector may grant permission for the temporary use of electric current through any 
wiring, apparatus or fixtures for a period generally not to exceed ninety (90) 

days, providing, however, that electric current may safely be used therein 

without danger to life or propery. 


Request for extension beyond the ninety (90) days shall be submitted in writing 
to the Electrical Bureau. Necessary extension to the ninety (90) days period 
shall be by written approval by the Chief Electrical Inspector. Permission may 
be obtained for the temporary us2 of electric current during the construction 
of any building. 
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A separate permit shall be secured for temporary wiring or equipment; The 
person to whom this permit is issued will be held responsible for the complete 
removal of this wiring or equipment when 1t has served its temporary purpose. 


Sec. 9:h-17 INSTALLATIONS MADE PRIOR TO DATE OF THIS CODE, Installations which 
were made prior to the date on which this code became effective and which 
complied with tho ordinance provisions, if any, then in effect are not to be 
considered as being in violation of this code until such time as the electrical 
inspector shall have notified the owner or person responsible for such 
installations, of the existence of unsafe conditions. 


Sec. 9:4+18 ADDITIONS TO EXISTING INSTALLATIONS, When any additions, alter- 
ations, or renewals of existing installations are made after the date on which 
this code became effective, that portion of the electrical installation which is 
extended, altered or renewed, shall be made to conform to all of the applicable 
requirements contained herein. 


Sec. 9:4-19 UNLAWFUL TO DISTURB EXISTING WIRING, It shall be unlawful for any 
person in any way to cut, disturb, alter or change any electrical wiring or to 
permit such electrical wiring to be cut, disturbed, altered or changed unless 
done in conformity with the provisions of this code, and no person shall place 
or permit to be placed, any pipe, structure or material of any kind which would 
prove dangerous or injurious to the electrical installation, 


Sec. 9:4-20 EXPLANATION OF CODE REQUIREMENTS. The electrical inspector shall 
answer any relevant questions concerning, or give any desired information in 
respect to, the meaning, intent, or application of the regulations and rules of 
this code, The electrical inspector is not, however, empowered to, and shall 
not, lay out work or act in the capacity of consulting engineer for contractors, 
mechanics or owners, The City of Newark in accepting application for inspection 
cannot assume responsibility for unavoidable delays in our inspections or for 
&ccidental damage caused to any wiring, equipment or devices resulting from 
customary and necessary inspection procedures,

A grounding wire or bus not smaller than No. 2 AWG 
shall be installed, to which shall be connected the grounds of the casings of the 
current and potential transformers, the switch case and all metal frame work and 
any other ground required by the utility company supplying service, The grounding 
wire or bus shall be attached to a cold water pipe in an approved manner, if 
practicable. - 


SEC. 9:31-3  Oil-Insulated Transformer Installed Outdoors. Transformers 
installed outdoors in enclosed mats or on pads: Approvals: Drawings in duplicate 
showing plan, front, and end elevations of the bransformers and any required pad 
or enclosure shall be submitted to the Eleétrical Bureau for approval after 
approval by'the^utility company supplying service, Drawing shall be to scale and 
dimensions shall be marked thereon. Drawings shall show locations and construc- 
tions of adjacent buildings with locations of adjacent doors, windows, openings 
and combustible trim, They shall also show the relations to the building yard, 
exists and passageways.

Piping or other facilities for water-cooled transformer are not deemed to 
be foreign to the electrical installations. 


Sec. 9:31-7 Vault Use. The vault shall be used only for enclosing the 
transformers and other apparatus pertaining thereto and shall be kept securely 
locked, clean and free from foreign material at all times, access to same being 
allowed only to authorized persons.

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ARTICLE XXX SIGNS AND OUTLINE LIGHTING 


Sec, 9:32-1 Scope. Electric signs and clectrical wiring and equipment of bill- 
boards, signboards, and other electrically equipped advertising structures, 

Shall in addition to the requirements of this article and other articles of 

this code, be constructed, installed, and maintained in compliance with other 
ordinances of the City of Newark, The Building Code specifies the signs and 
other advertising structures for which an erection permit is required, prescribes 
certain limiting dimensions, and various structural and installation requirements, 


Sec. 9:32-2 Installation of conductors. Conductors shall be installed as 
follows: . 


(a) Wiring method. For stationary signs, other than sidewalk 

. projecting swinging signs rigid metal conduit shall enter the 
sign casing and be properly secured thereto. For sidewalk 
projecting swinging signs, rigid metal conduit may terminate 
in an approved rain-tight fitting, located within 12 inches 
or as close as practicable to the sign axis; from this fitting, 
the connection shall bs by means of flexible metallic conduit 
between the rain-tight fitting and the sign. 

(b) Installation and size. Conductors shall be of a type approved 
for general use and shall be no smaller than No. 14. 

Exception: Conductors in portable signs and leads in wiring 
channels which are permanently attached to electric discharge 
lampholders or electric discharge ballasts and which are not 
longer than 8 feet may be smaller than No. 14 but shall not be 
smaller than No. 18 and shall be of a type approved for the 
purpose. 

(c) Exposed to the weather. Conductors in raceways, armored cable 
or enclosures exposed to the weather, shall be of the lead- 
covered type or other type specially approved for the conditions, 
except where rigid conduit, electrical metallic tubing or 
enclosures are made rain-tight and arranged to drain. 

(d) Number of conductors in raceway. Number of conductors in raceway 
for sign flashers may be in accordance with Table 1 of Chapter 9. 

(e) Attachment to outdoor sign casing. Provision for supply 
connection shall be located on the side or top of sign casing 
by means of а rain-tight fitting. In no case shall the attach- 
ment for the supply connection be located on the bottom or 
Sign casing. 

(£) Conductors soldered to terminals, Where the conductors are 
fastened to lamphoiders other than of the pin type, they shall 
be soldered to the terminals and the exposed parts of conductors 
and terminals shall be treated to prevent corrosion. Where the 
conductors are fastened to pin-type lampholders which protect 
the terminals from the entrance of water, and which have been 
found acceptable for sign use, the conductors shall be of the 
stranded type but need not be soldered to the terminals. 


Sec. 9:32-3 Skeleton type signs. Skeleton type electric discharge signs 
weighing over 1 pound shall be supported independent of the electrical con- 
ductors or electrodes.

ARTICLE XXX1 EMERGENCY ILLUMINATION 


Sec. 9:33-1 Scope. The provisions of this Article apply to the installation, 
operation and maintenance of circuits, systems and equipment intended to supply 
illumination and power in the event of failure of the normal supply or in the 
event of accident to elements of a system supplying power and illumination 
essential for safety to life and property wnere such systems or circuits are 
legally required by Municipal, State, Federal or other Codes, or by any govern- 
mental agency having jurisdiction, 


Sec. 9:33-2 Other requirements. Тһе provisions of this article shall apply to 
systems or circuits for supplying emergency illumination in buildings hereafter 
erected for or converted to the following occupancies. The occupancies for 
which illumination is required and the classes of emergency current supply to 
be provided therein are as follows: 
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1. Theaters and motion-picture houses having а soating capacity in excess of 
400 porsons, Class 1 current supply shall bo installed; 

2. Other placos of assembly, public or private, having an assemblage capacity 
in excess of 400 persons, Class Í or Class 11 current supply shall be in- 
5talled; 

3. Theaters and motion-picture houses having a seating capacity not to excoed 
400 porsons, Class 1 or Class 11 current supply shall be installed; 

у. Other places of assembly, public or private except as listed in paragraph 5 

below, having an assemblage capacity in excess of 100 persons, but not in 

excess of 400 persons, Class 1 or Class 11 current supply shall be installed. 

Any building, public or privatc, where sleeping accommodations are provided 

for more than 20 persons, also buildings requiring fire escapes or enclosed 

stairways, Class 1 or Class 11 current supply shall be installed.

Section 9:33-3 Systems. Supply for emergency illumination shall be classified 
as follows: 


(a) Class 1 current supply shall consist of either (a) service from a 
central station other than the one supplying the general lighting; 
(b) one service from a central station and a storage battery of 
sufficient capacity to supply апа maintain at not less than 91$ 
full voltage, the total load of the circuits carrying lights for 
emergency illumination for a period of at least one-half hour. 
Automobile batteries or lead batteries of other than sealed, glass 
jar type are not acceptable for this purpose; or (c) one service 
from a central station and a generator set, driven by some form 
of prime mover and of a capacity sufficient to supply circuits 
carrying emergency illumination with suitable means for automatic- 
ally starting the generator on failure of the normal service. The 
transition time from instant of failure of the normal power source 
to the emergency source shall not exceed ten seconds. 

(о) Class 11 current supply shall consist of а separate set of service 
equipmont on the line side of the main service equipment. 


Section 9:33-4 Exit sign lights: 


(a) Every required exit from а building or part of a building, occupied 
or used for any of the purposes described in sub-paragraphs (1) to 
(5) inclusive of Section 9133-2 shall be provided with an exit sign 
complying with the provisions of the Building and Fire Codes; 

(b) Every such exit sign shall be located over or imnediately adjacent 
to the exit. 

(c) One exit sign may be installed for two exits which are not more 
than 2 feet apart. 

(d) Every lamp in every exit sign shall be kept continuously lighted 
whenever any person occupies any part of the building. 


Sec. 9:25-5 Emergency Illumination for Stairways, Hallways, and Corridors: 


Every required stairway, hallway and corridor in the occupancies described 
in sub-paragraphs (4) and (5) of Sec. 9:33-2 shall be provided with lighting 
as specified in sub-paragraphs (1) to (4), inclusive, below: 

l. Every such hallway or corridor snall be provided with lighting 
outlets located not to exceed 25 feet apart; 

2. Every such stairway shall be provided with a lighting outlet at 
or near the head of each flight of stairs and at or near the foot 
of each flight; ` 

2. Every lighting outlet requircd by this section shall be provided 
with a lamp having а rating not less thon 25 watts which shall be 
kept continuously lighted at all times during the use or occupancy 
of the building when there is insufficient natural light for 
illumination; 

h. The lighting outlets required by this section shall be so arranged 
that adjacent outlets will be connected to separate systems, that 
is, approximately 50% of tne outlets shall be supplied from the 
general lighting system. 


Sec. 9:23-6 Exit Signs 


Every exit sign required by Sec. 9:25-h shall be internally illuminated 
by not less than 2 lamos of not less than 15 watts each and shall have red 
letters showing ёле word exis! thereon in plain legible letters not less 
than 6 inches high ana with the principal strokes of such letters no less 
than 3/4 of an inch in vidta. Signs in corridors and passageways where 
necessary to indicate the direction of egress shall have a suitable arrow 
indicating the way. 
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Sec. 9:33-7 High Voltege Identification 
Ali pull boxes, splice boxes, fittings апа raceways and other equipment 
containing conductors over 600 volts shall be marked to indicate the voltage 
of the conductors.

ARTICLE XXXII REMOTE CONTROL AND SIGNAL CIRCUITS

Low voltage control circuits for oil burner controls, refrigeration controis, 
air conditioning controls, commercial or industrial limiting switches, and 
similar devices shall be approved 600 volt wire. 011 burner thermostats 
eireuits may be of approved low-voltage armored cable. 
See. 9:34-2 Transformers 50 Watts and Less. 


Transformers rated at not over 50 watts shall be protected by an overcurrent 
protective device rated at not over 3 amperes. 


Any of the provisions of Chapter 11, "Electricity" of the 
Revised Ordinance of Newark, N. J. (1951) as amended, inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 


This ordinance shall take effect upon final passage and 
publication as provided by law.

Section 1. The improvements and the acquisition of the 
properties described in Section 3 of this ordinance are hereby 
respectively authorized or, if previously authorized, are reauthor- 
ized to be made or to be acquired by the City of Newark. There is 
hereby appropriated and reappropriated to the payment of the cost 
of the improvements and the acquisition of the several properties 
described in Section 3 hereof (hereinafter referred to as "purpose*"), 
the respective amounts of money hereinafter stated as the appro- 
priation for such respective purposes. Such appropriation or 


reappropriation shall be met from the proceeds of the bonds author- 
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ized, and the down payment hereinafter appropriated or reappropriated 
by this ordinance. ө 

Section 2. The Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
has ascertained and hereby determines that (1) none of the pur- 
poses referred to in the schedule set forth in Section 3 of this 
ordinance is a current expense of the City, and (2) it is necessary 
to finance said purposes by the issuance of obligations of said 
City, pursuant to the Local Fond Law of New Jersey, and (3) each of 
said purposes shall be undertaken as a general improvement to be 
paid for by general taxation and no part of the cost thereof shall 
be assessed against property specially benefited. 

Section 3. The making of the improvements and the 
acquisitions hereby authorized and reauthorized and the several 
purposes for the financing of which said obligations are to be 
issued are set forth in the following "Schedule of Purposes and 
Amounts", which schedule also shows (1) the estimated cost of each 
such purpose, and (2) the amount of each such sum which is to be 
provided by the down payment hereinafter appropriated and reappro- 
priated to finance the respeczive purposes, and (3) the estimated o 
maximum amount of bonds and notes to be issued for each such 
purpose, and (4) the period o? probable usefulness of each said 
purpose, according vo its reasonable life, computed from the

The cost of such purposes, as hereinbefore 
stated, includes the aggregate amount of $6,500 which is estimated 
to be necessary to finance the cost of such purposes, including 
architect's fees, accounting, engineering and inspection costs, 
legal expenses and other expenses, including interest on such 
obligations, to the extent permitted by Section 40432-20 of the 
Local Bond Law. 

Section 5. 1% is hereby determined and stated that not 


less than $3,250 was appropriated by said ordinance out of the 
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"capital improvement fund" of the Citythereto available through 
budgets of the City to finance said purposes in accordance with 
Section 40A32~11 of said Local Bond Law and such sum of $3,250 is 
hereby reappropriatec. to such purposes.

CouNCILMAN BONTEMPO SPOKE AT LENGTH OUTLINING THE HAZARDS OF POLICE LIFE AND 
OPINED THE REASON THE POLICE DEPARTMENT WAS UNDERMANNED, CAUSING UNIFORMED PERSONNEL TO 


WORK OVERTIME, IS THE FACT THAT THEIR SALARY !S SO LOW. НЕ SAID THE MEMBERS OF THE 


PRESENT COUNCIL ARE AWARE OF THE PERFORMANCE OF THE POLICEMEN IN THIS CITY AND HAVE NEVER 


BACKED DOWN ON ANY REQUESTS MADE FOR THEM. THE COUNCIL ORIGINALLY AGREED TO PAYMENT OF 
THE FULL $10,000. FOR OVERTIME WORK BUT UPON ADVICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, THEY 
COULD ONLY PAY EMERGENCIES FOR THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE. COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO ADVOCATED THE 
MEMBERS OF THE PoLicE DEPARTMENT WOULD BE BETTER OFF IF THERE WAS SOME ADJUSTMENT IN 
THEIR SALARY SO THEY WOULD RECEIVE ADDITIONAL MONIES IN THEIR PENSION, HE STRESSED IT 
WAS BECAUSE OF THE PRESENT MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL WHO HAD THE INTERESTS OF THE POLICE- 
MEN AT HEART THAT THEY HAD BEEN ABLE TO RECEIVE MORE BENEFITS THAN THEY EVER RECEIVED 
BEFORE. 

COUNCILMAN GORDON COMMENTED QUESTION OF THE EMERGENCY WAS THRASHED OUT AT THE

COUNCILMAN MELILLO QUESTIONED WFETHER THE COUNCIL CAN LEGALLY ACT UPON A RESOLU- 
TION EMBODYING FUNDS FOR THE NOVEMBER ZND ELECTION AND THE CITY CLERK REPLIED IT CANNOT. 

COoUNCILMAN MELILLO ASKED IF THERE 1S ANYTHING IN THE STATUTES WITH REGARD TO THE 
TIME WHEN EMERGENCY APPROPRIATIONS MUST BE MADE JN CONNECTION WITH THE EMERGENCY IN- 
VOLVED IN AN EMERGENCY RESOLUTION. 

THE CITY CLERK REPLIED IN THE NEGATIVE ADDING THE RULES AND REGULATIONS IN THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT, THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF THE TREASURY, WHICH RULES 
AND REGULATIONS ARE GIVEN TO THEM IN THE STATUTES AND BECOME LAW WHEN CREATED BY THIS
